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More time needed to plan 


the future of NHS in Dorset 


THE controversial review of Dorset NHS services has 
been postponed - leading to further criticism about 
the way the exercise was handled. 

Proposals which still may lead to a reduction in chil¬ 
dren’s services at Dorset County Hospital led to al¬ 
most 2,000 people taking to the streets in Dorchester 
earlier this year. 

In the East of the county there is still an argument 
over whether Poole or Bournemouth Hospital should 
become the main treatment centre for Dorset. 

The health watchdog group has now criticised the 
Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) for say¬ 
ing little in its review plans about mental health serv¬ 
ices and adult social care. 

In a statement the CCG says it wants to do more 
work before finalising proposals to take to a formal 
public consultation as part of its Clinical Services Re¬ 
view across the county. 

The clinicians have been looking at GP, community 
health services and hospitals. They want all services 
to be better organised, work more closely together to 
provide the greatest benefit to local people and get the 
most from the funding available. 

At the start of the review the CCG had anticipated 
it would be ready to go to public consultation this 
summer. However, the public consultation is now 
more likely to begin in early 2016. 

Dr Forbes Watson, a local GP and chairman of the 
CCG, said: “We have a clear vision of what we think 
we need to do to improve healthcare in Dorset, but 
want to do more detailed thinking, planning, and

analysis to help set out 
clearly to the public how 
we think we would realise 
those ambitions. New in¬ 
formation is coming 
through that we want to 
look at closely before fi¬ 
nalising our proposals... 

This is a once in a gener¬ 
ation opportunity to re¬ 
shape the NHS in Dorset 
and to improve services 
for local people - we have 
to get it right.” 

The public watchdog 
group, Healthwatch 
Dorset, has issued a state¬ 
ment expressing surprise 
at the decision to post¬ 
pone the review, just a 
month before it was due 
to start. 

“The news that the consultation will now not begin 
until next year comes as a surprise and will be a dis¬ 
appointment and source of frustration for many peo¬ 
ple who already have questions they want answered, 
experiences they want to share and views they want 
to express.” 

The group says that it would like to know more 
about what the CCG says is “new information coming 
through,” and will be asking exactly what is so im¬ 
portant as to cause the changes. 

“An enormous amount of time, energy and resource 


was put into developing the proposals, including 
spending £2.75 million on external consultants. How 
can that be considered “value for money” (taxpayers’ 
money) when it has resulted in the proposals being 
pulled at the last minute and more work (and presum¬ 
ably more expenditure) being needed?” 

Healthwatch Dorset says the CCG should now use the 
extra time to consider mental health services. The 
group stated: “For too long there have been signifi¬ 
cant inequalities between physical and mental health 
services. They should be given equal priority and the 
same time, energy and resources put into improving 


people’s mental health as well as physical health.” 
The group points out the review also had little to say 
about social care : “But today many people, particu¬ 
larly older people living with multiple long-term con¬ 
ditions, are reliant on a combination of both health 
and social care services. For too long those services 
have not been joined up. They’ve not worked together 
as much as they could and should...Most often it’s 
not patients who are the “bed blockers” - it’s the sys¬ 
tem. This Review offers a chance to make the inte¬ 
gration of health and social care a reality. That chance 
should not be missed.”

WEYMOUTH and Portland Partnership have suc¬ 
cessfully won the chance to be part of the Coastal 
Communities initiative.

Ann May, President of Wyke Regis WI said: “I 
had the idea of asking the borough council if they 
would consider growing the WI logo at Greenhill 
as part of our celebrations. 

“We are grateful to the gardening team for their 
skills and dedication in growing the WI logo. It 
brings to fruition the idea of promoting our cente¬ 
nary to the public in Weymouth. We look forward 
to gathering some of our members, the gardeners 
and Friends of Greenhill Garden to see the finished 
display.” 

The WI was imported from Canada to Wales in 
1915. There is wider promotion about the WI tak¬ 


ing place this year. It pays tribute in particular to 
the role played by the institutes around the country 
during the two World Wars. 

The WI is a campaigning organisation not just 
on women’s issues but on national and interna¬ 
tional ones too such as the fall in the bee popula¬ 
tion, lack of sufficient midwives and 
environmental issues.

“Sustrans, Dorset County Council and the 
Thomas Hardy School are all working together to 
encourage students and staff to cycle to school 
more often. These new cycle shelters mean that 
everyone now has somewhere secure to leave their 
bikes.” 

Said Cllr Jones:“The massive investment around 
the town to improve facilities for cyclists has 
turned the tide and we are seeing more people get¬ 
ting on their bikes which is all to the good.”

WEYMOUTH College’s plans for improvements 
continue on course according to the latest reinspec¬ 
tion by Ofsted. 

In January 2015, inspectors judged outcomes for 
learners as ‘good’ and the quality of teaching, learn¬ 
ing and assessment as ‘good’ butthe overall effective¬ 
ness of the college was judged inadequate due to its 
poor financial position. 

A follow up visit by Ofsted in March indicated that 
the position was improving. 

In this latest monitoring visit, Ofsted focused on as¬ 
pects of leadership, management and governance, and 
the inspector met with a number of people across the 
college including the acting principal, the nominee, 
governors, senior leadership team, teaching and sup¬ 


port staff and the clerk to the corporation. 

Ofsted were so impressed with the continued im¬ 
provements made by the college that they awarded 
three ‘significant improvement’judgements, which is 
unusual at this stage of a monitoring process. Signif¬ 
icant improvement’ corresponds to a grade one judge¬ 
ment for improvement in each area inspected. 

The report said: “Leaders, managers and governors 
have made very good progress, particularly to address 
areas for improvement around leadership, governance 
and financial management. They have put in place a 
suitably detailed quality improvement action plan and 
financial recovery plan. 

“Representatives from the Further Education Com¬ 
missioner’s office and funding agencies have re¬ 


viewed these plans and expressed a high level of con¬ 
fidence in the direction of travel of the College.” 

Nigel Evans, Acting Principal, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted with the judgements made in the recent Ofsted 
monitoring visit. These judgements represent an im¬ 
partial view on the honest and transparent progress 
we have made as an institution since the beginning ol 
the New Year. It is of note that whilst we have made 
significant and positive progress against our financial 
position, we have maintained very high levels of ac¬ 
ademic performance, continuing to give our students 
a great experience.” 

It is now anticipated that the College will have a full 
Ofsted inspection within the next academic year.

IT comes to something when you are reduced 
to the role of skulking round your own gar¬ 
den. 

I recently mentioned that a seagull chick's ini¬ 
tial flight from a neighbour's roof saw it crash 
land in our garden. Well, it is still here. 

So are the parents who make their displeas¬ 
ure known every time we go out into the gar¬ 
den by alarm cries, dive bombing us and 
releasing air-to-ground seagull poo and 
vomit missiles. 

This is fraying nerves because we've never 
had this before and often forget we do now, 
ambling out forgetful of the situation to pick 
a few vegetables only to be scared out of our 
wits by a seagull strafing sortie.

A barbaric way to kill a fox however you change the details 


PROPOSALS which would relax the 
ban on fox hunting have been hastily 
put on ice by the Government which 
feared getting a bloody nose. 

The postponement came after the 
Scottish National Party said it would 
vote against the proposals meaning the 
reforms were unlikely to win a majority 
in a free House of Commons vote 
where three Dorset MPs said they 
would support the change. 

The proposals would make it legal for 
foxes to be hunted with packs of dogs 
instead of just two, provided it was “ap¬ 


propriate” for the terrain and done “ef¬ 
ficiently”. 

One of the grounds for this change is 
to bring England and Wales in line with 
Scotland which already allows dog 
packs. 

The first point to make is, why bring 
us in line with Scotland? Why not bring 
Scotland in line with us? And the an¬ 
swer is, because the hunting fraternity 
don’t want it done this way. 

What they do want is a chance to 
widen their ability to hunt foxes in Eng¬ 


land and Wales. 

This particular fox hunting gambit is 
a wolf disguised in sheep’s clothing 
with all sorts of reasonable arguments 
from the need to protect livestock to 
what is claimed to be a simple desire to 
level an inconsistency between English 
and Scottish law. 

But the bottom line is killing foxes. 

Three Dorset MPs back the proposed 
move, one of whom claims it is only a 
“technical” change. I suppose that de¬ 
pends on whether you are technically 


going to get savaged to death or not. 

As with all these things, the Devil is 
in the detail because what is “effi¬ 
ciently”? And who decides what is “ap¬ 
propriate”? 

The ban was brought in on a wave of 
public support because people felt that 
to hunt a fox with a pack of hounds fol¬ 
lowed by red-coated country cavalry 
was barbaric. 

Nothing has changed. It is still bar¬ 
baric. Hopefully the proposals will stay 
on ice.

Hardy, Women 
and Marriage 

Thomas Hardy Talk at 
Dorset County Museum 

PROFESSOR Ann Heilmann of Cardiff University 
is giving a literary talk at Dorset County Museum 
entitled'Hardy, Women and Marriage'thisThurs- 
day, July 30th 

When, with the death of his first wife Emma, 
Hardy embarked on his Poems of 1912-13, the es¬ 
tranged husband reconstituted himself in author 
and journalist Claire Tomalin's words as'a lover in 
mourning'. It is perhaps a fitting irony that the 
man who reconfigured his marriage after the 
event had spent his novelistic career waging war 
on conventional Victorian ideas of marriage. 

Hardy's attack on marriage as a social and legal 
institution pervades his entire fiction, from his 
first novel Desperate Remedies (1871) and its 
sensation-style foray into bigamy, to his final 
masterpiece, Jude the Obscure (1895): a book 
which prompted the Mrs Grundy of Victorian lit¬ 
erature, Margaret Oliphant, to denounce Hardy 
as the leading figure in the contemporary'Anti- 
Marriage League'. 

This talk discusses marriage in Hardy's life and 
fiction, highlighting his radical critique of Victo¬ 
rian legal conditions and his early espousal of 
women's rights.

It is the only pick-up that can be driven 
permanently in 2WD and 4WD on tarmac 
and off-road. 

The new L200 Series 5 provides outstand¬ 


ing cabin comfort and ride. The vehicle has 
class leading leg room. Mitsubishi's unique 
'J'curve body design between cabin and 
cargo area is not just for visual styling. It al¬ 
lows for a 25 degree recline in the rear seats, 
making for a comfortable 4 or 5-passenger 
'longjourney'space. Interior width has also 
increased, as have the sizes of the driver 
and front passenger seats, which now in¬ 
corporate high density, soft touch'memory' 
foam.

The New Driving Dangers - Selfies, 
Video Calls or just watching the Telly 


NEW research by the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (1AM) reveals the shocking extent 
to which drivers use their phones and tablets 
to take selfies, make video calls and watch 
videos while driving. 

The findings come from research commis¬ 
sioned this month exclusively by the 1AM, 
which asked 500 drivers how they use their 
smartphones and tablets in the car. 

Results show that nine per cent of drivers 
admitted to taking a selfie while driving 'in 
the last month'. This increases to 15 per cent 
of young drivers aged 18-24 and 19 per cent 
of 25-35 year olds. Women are less selfie ob¬ 
sessed than men, with just five per cent of 
women citing they have taken a selfie while 
driving compared to 12 per cent of men. 

Eight per cent of drivers admitted to driv¬ 
ing while using a video-calling application 


such as FaceTime and Skype to make and re¬ 
ceive video calls, rising to 16 per cent among 
18 to 24 year olds. 

An 1AM study in 2012 showed that using a 
smartphone while driving is more dangerous 
than driving at the legal alcohol limit or 
when using cannabis. Drivers have much 
slower reaction times, difficulty staying in the 
same lane and are less able to adapt to even 
slowly changing circumstances. 

lAM's chief executive officer, Sarah Sillars 
said:"Everyone knows how dangerous using 
a smartphone or tablet is while driving. That's 
why it's shocking to see new trends like tak¬ 
ing selfies and making video calls becoming 
common practice. 

"Safe driving is everyone's responsibility 
and more must be done to catch drivers 
using these devices dangerously by increas¬ 


ing the fines and points for smartphone and 
tablet use at the wheel - there is simply no 
excuse. 

"Campaigns must also be introduced that 
raise awareness of the prevalence of the 
issue in society and make this behaviour so¬ 
cially unacceptable as drink-driving". 

Other findings include: 

Seven per cent of drivers admit to watching 
videos and stream catch-up television on the 
road, rising to 13 per cent of drivers aged 18- 
24 and 15 per cent of 25-32 year olds. 

Eighteen per cent of drivers have accessed 
the internet using their smartphone or 
tablet, rising to 27 per cent of drivers aged 
18-24 and 34 per cent of drivers aged 25-34. 

Despite this, the number of drivers given 
penalty points for using a smartphone at the 
wheel fell by more than 40 per cent in 2014.

Dorset Funeral Plan League 
Premier Division 
Dorchester 104 all out lost to 
Sherborne 199 all out by 95 runs 
AFTER three wins on the trot, Dorchester cap¬ 
tain Simon Mitchem was hoping to take some¬ 
thing against league leaders Sherborne, but 
admitted the better side won. 

"We gave away too many four balls, and with 
only Dan Belt and Marcus Evans getting any 
runs, we didn't deserve to win. I was hoping 
however wemight have picked up more bat¬ 
ting and bowling points." 

It was thanks to a century from Shane Snater 
who scored 78 against them in the reverse fix¬ 
ture, that Sherborne managed to reach 199 all 
out. 

Dan Belt (112 from 7 overs) had bowled eco¬ 
nomically early on, and Pete Horne (2-9 from 
five) and Mitchem (3-5) at the end saw the vis¬ 
itors lose last four wickets for just four runs, 
but in between Snater with the help of Marc 
Lock (33) did the damage. 

Dorchester got off to a disastrous start in 
reply, losing their first three batsmen for just 
23. 

But Belt (26) and Evans (29) put on 54 for the 
fourth wicket, but no one else made many as 
James Elliott-Square (4-20) sent Dorchester 
spinning to defeat. 

Martinstown 153 all out 
LOST TO SWANAGE 1 56-8 BY 2 WICKETS 
MARTINSTOWN captain Ed Nichols felt that 
their defeat to Swanage was a case of the bats¬ 
men letting the bowlers down. 

They made a solid start with Nichols (27) and 
Henry Lewis (15) aided by some loose bowling 
putting on 67 for the first wicket, but the intro¬ 
duction of spinners they soon fell away.

For the sec¬ 
ond week running James Pickering bowled 
very well." 

Broadstone 201-8 beat 
Weymouth 197 all out by 2 wickets 
DESPITE another defeat, Weymouth will be 
pleased with this result against second placed 
Broadstone. 

Electing to bat first, a solid start from Andy 
Jarvis (25) and Dean Janaway (21) saw the 
Seasiders 64-1, but a mid-order wobble saw 
them in trouble at 115-6. 

It took a dogged innings from captain Kieron 
Womble of 63 to arrest the decline, who with 
the support of Hayden Whyte (32), added 71 
for the seventh wicket. 

However, when the pair moved to within six 
runs of each other, the innings soon closed on 
197 all out.
